B. Sis­ 
son, industrial fellow. The method he 
has developed includes periodic s p r a y ­ 
ing of the plants with a solution of 
pu re soap, water and a n atu ral d e te r­ 
gent. such as calgon. 
"An attem pt is now lacing m a d e tit 
work up a body of information, based 
on experiments, th at will bring trees, 
sh r u b s and decorative plants back in ­ 
to smoky cities,” Sisson said.

y e a r th e Missouri Botanical Garde n at 
St. 
Louis 
recom mended 
four 
trees 
that a p p e a r able to resist polluted a t ­ 
mosphere. 
They include the c h in a ­ 
berry. J a p a n e s e Yew, ginkgo and o ri­ 
ental plane.” 
Th* last named, also kn ow n a s the 
sycamore, was used in re constructin g 
a mid-tow'n New York park last year, 
w’bcn several of the trees, obtained ut 
an a p p ro x i m a t e cost
